Louis sharply increased in the 


first nine months of the year, the | 


Federal! Bureau of Investigation’s | 
uniform crime report showed to- 
day. The report revealed that 
some other major crimes also 
increased in the city. 


There were 214 forcible rape 
cases reported in St. Louis in the 
nine months ended September 30, 
as compared with 79 during the 
same period last year. 


Increases also were reported | 


in the number of robberies and > 
but aggravated as-— 


burglaries, 
sault cases and automobile thefts 
were down. 

There were 46 murders in St. 


Louis in the nine-month period. | 


The total was 12 less than the 


number of murders reported in| 


the corresponding period of 1959. 
Larceny of $50 or more was 


down by almost 500 cases in St. | 
Louis, where 2883 were reported. | 


Robberies and burglaries in- 
creased almost 500 in the city. 

There were 1797 cases of ag- 
gravated assault in St. Louis, 
down 93 from last year, and 2939 
automobile thefts as compared 
with 3052 for the same period 
last year. 

Most major crimes also in- 
creased in Kansas City, the FBI 
report showed. As in St. Louis, 
the number of murder and lar- 
ceny cases decreased in Kansas 
City. 

The figures for Kansas City 
for the nine-month period in- 
cluded: 35 forcible rapes, an in- 
crease of 12; 28 murders, down 
one; larceny of $50 or more, 623 
to 601; aggravated assault, 178 
cases or an increase of 31, and 
automobile theft, 877 for an in- 
crease of 27. 


Serious Crimes Up 11 Pct. in 
U.S. in First 9 Months. | 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AP) | 


—Serious crime in the United 
States jumped 11 per cent over 
last year’s figures for the first 
nine months of this year. 

Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion Director J. Edgar Hoover 
reported what he called “this 
accelerated crime rate’ today 
on the basis of preliminary fig- 
ures covering most cities and 
nearly half of the country’s rural 
areas. He urged more Citizen 
co-operation with law enforce- 
ment agencies to meet the prob- 
lem. 

Hoover noted that the first | 
three months of this year wit- | 
nessed a 7 per cent crime in-’ 


crease which grew to 9 per cent 
at the mid-year mark and picked | 
up another 2 per cent in the 


third quarter. 


The nine-month crime data 


showed the sharpest increases in 
property crimes, 


cent, larcenies involving $50 or 
more up 9 per cent, and auto 
theft 6 per cent. 

Among crimes against the per- 
son, forcible rapes led with an 
8 per cent increase. Murders in- 
creased 4 per cent and aggra- 
vated assaults 3 per cent. 

By population groups, cities of 
more than 25,000 showed in- 
creases ranging from 8 to 14 
per cent while small cities under 
25,000 showed an 11 per cent 
advance. 

A trend analysis of reports 
coming in from police agencies 
representing about 46 per cent 
of the rural areas of the United 
States indicated a 5 per cent rise 
in rural crime. 

In these areas, burglaries were 
up 10 per cent, larceny 4 per 
cent and murders one per cent. 
Robberies and aggravated as- 
saults remained about the same 
and there was some decline from 


last year in forcible rapes and | 


auto thefts in rural areas.

(6) Irish draft resolution on 
the prevention of the wider 
dissemination of nuclear 
weapons. This draft resolution 
is co-sponsored by Japan, 
Ghana, Mexico and Morocco.

(Dem.), Montana, chairman of 
a Senate Foreign Relations sub- 
committee which investigated 
allegations of lax management 
and possible wrongdoing in Viet 
Nam foreign aid. 

The investigation stemmed 
from a series of critical articles 
about the program written by 


Howard reporter. 

Herter said an inspector gen- 
eral’s investigation showed poor 
planning caused long delays in 
construction of a radio network 
for Viet Nam but he said no 
evidence was found of the rig- 
ging of bids for purchase of the 
equipment. 

He told of one man, not iden- 
tified by name, who had re- 
ceived ‘‘certain income not iden- 
tifiable with known sources.” 
Herter said an inquiry into that 
case is continuing. 

Herter’s report was in two 
volumes, one made public by 
Mansfield and one suppressed 
because it contains material 
classified secret by Herter. The 
public report said the secret one 
dealt among other things with 
controversy with the Vietnamese 
government over foreign ex- 
change and auditing practices. 

Mansfield in a letter to Herter 
praised “‘the thoroughness with 
which your department has ex- 
plored the subcommittee’s rec- 
ommendations.”’

O’Grady was the executive 
officer of the firing battery, 
Kempf was the safety officer 
assigned to the piece which 
fired the round and Riggs was | 
the powder man, he said. : 

The three men were charged | 
with negligent homicide under 
Article 134, of the uniform ccde | 
of military justice, the spokes- 
man salu. 

They will be tried at a general 
court-martial the week of 
Dec. 12. 

The Army spokesman said 
maximum penalty for conviction 
is one year confinement, with 
dismissal from the service for

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Flags in Panama

It is a venturesome enterprise to prescribe 
goals for a nation of 180,000,000 persons—as 
has been done by the President’s Commission 
on National Goals, a group of 11 men. It 
may be said, for instance, that 11 other men 
would have set other goals. Or it may be 
said that we know our goals well enough and 
that it would have been more beneficial to 
work for their attainment instead of redefin- 
ing them. Yet the setting of goals is of the 
essence of leadership. 

So this report would be valuable if it did 
no more than induce us to think about the 
kind of world we want to live in—and what 
that requires of us. Quite properly it begins 
with the assertion that “all men are created 
equal, that they are endowed by their Creator 
with certain unalienable Rights, that among 
these are Life, Liberty, and the pursuit of 
Happiness.” Yet how often this was forgot- 
ten while Americans by the thousands and 
even the millions plunged into Know-Noth- 
ingism, McCarthyism, racism and other preju- 
dices and bigotries. The goal-setters have 
reason to begin by stressing the importance 
of the individual: 

Every man and woman must have equal 
rights before the law, and an equal opportu- 
nity to vote and hold office, to be educated, 
to get a job and to be promoted when quali- 
fied, to buy a home, to participate fully in 
community affairs. 

Oh, we Americans always have hankered 
And it is not altogether to 
our shame that we have not yet fully attained 
what, after all, verges on the impossible. Nor 
is it a mean spirit which remarks that the sug- 
gestions of the President’s commission are 
less than adequate to the achievement. 

Getting down to the practicalities, the com- 
mission stresses, first of all, education. We 
are told to double our expenditures in the 
next 10 years. We might do well to spend 
even more, but we also would do well to main- 
tain at least a tentative attitude toward some 
recommendations for the use of this money. 
Getting as many young people as possible 
into class rooms may not contribute greatly to 
their education. The need is for competent 
and dedicated teachers. Higher salaries alone 
will not bring them forward. 

A democratic economy is the next major 
goal. We are warned against the dangers in- 
herent in “too great concentrations of eco- 
nomic power.” Agreed. And agreed again 
that neither government, nor corporations, 
nor unions should exercise undue influence 
on the private lives of individuals. But hard- 
er thinking than that reflected by the report 
is necessary if economic opportunities are to 
be enlarged. 

Economic growth obviously is essential if 
only to provide jobs for all our employables. 
Yet there will be much debating as to whether 
a growth rate of 3.4 per cent is enough to 
eliminate the need for “extraordinary stimu- 
lating measures.” The nation, however, may 
count itself fortunate that the need for growth 
was recognized not merely in this report, but 
also in the great quadrennial American debate. 

The people also voted to “reverse the proc- 
ess of decay in the larger cities.” Most of 
them undoubtedly agreed with the commis- 
sion that we must have more doctors, nurses, 
hospitals, clinics and nursing homes, and that 
“extension of medical insurance is necessary, 
through both public and private agencies.” 
People also are disturbed by the problems of 
mental illness and juvenile delinquency. 

Many, however, may agree with George 
Meany of the AFL-CIO, Clark Kerr of the

that while the report is positive about goals, 
it is timid about how to attain them. 

This perhaps is more true of domestic mat- 
ters than of the goals prescribed for our for- 
eign policy. Maybe it seems easier to deal 
with ills at a distance. Perhaps this report 
was not meant to be overly specific on reach- 
ing its recommended objectives. It is a serv- 
ice merely to present the goals as challenges. 
The American task ahead is more clear. It 
will be a great testing. It will establish 
whether we are smug and self-satisfied—per- 
haps even decadent—or whether we still are 
the great strivers, the seekers after perfec- 
tion, at once a mystery and a marvel to the 
world. 


Spelled Out 

Modest research by the state might deter- 
mine whether six years are really required 
to wear out a Missouri license plate. Motor- 
ists always welcome new ones. Next yerr, 
maroon and white plates will replace the 
black and gold figures that have been fading 
away since 1955. Aside from newness, the 
1961 licenses will offer two improvements. 
One is a two-letter, four-number system for 
simpler identification. The other is that the 
name Missouri will be spelled out. Some 
legislators have proposed slogans—Show Me 
State, Ozark State, Land of This or That. Mis- 
souri, though, covers more territory than any 
of these, and is a good deal more than Mo. 
Eight letters should do, handsomely. 


The Governor-elect’s Visit 

We are glad to see that Governor-elect Dal- 
ton has personally reconnoitered the situation 
in St. Louis before making up his mind about 
appointments to the Police Board, and to the 
election boards in city and county. These 
are important offices. The Governor-elect’s 
visit underscores their significance to the 
community and Mr. Dalton’s responsibility 
for entrusting them to men of stature. 

The Police Board in our judgment has 
made a first-rate record. Board President 
H. Sam Priest and his colleagues, Russell L. 
Dearmont, Alphonse G. Eberle and Kenneth 
Teasdale have set high standards of profes- 
sionalism for the department. They have en- 
couraged imaginative use of modern tech- 
niques to handle the policeman’s old prob- 
lems. And in the doing they have vastly in- 
creased the efficiency of the uniformed 
force.. As a consequence police protection is 
far less costly to the taxpayers than it might 
have been otherwise for the same service. 

Neither of the two Election Boards has 
performed even close to that standard. We 
are disappointed by their separate failures to 
work for rotation of candidates’ names on 
voting machines. In the county especially 
the Board has seemed more interested in 
proving why rotation cannot be accomplished 
than in working to achieve it. The city 
Board’s failure to put on a determined drive 
in the last Legislature for a signature verifica- 
tion law is not much of a recommendation: 
nor are the sloppy procedures with respect 


- to hotel lists that weré pointed out by the 


recent Circuit Court grand jury. One of the 


> 
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worst failures of the St. Louis Board was the 
slip-shod investigation it conducted into 
alleged voting irregularities at the August 
primary. Judging by that performance alone, 
the Board deserves to be replaced. 


Contrasts in Caracas 


Venezuela’s President Romulo Betancourt 
did what he had to do in using troops to put 
down leftist street riots in.Caracas. Mobs 
cannot be permitted to dictate an elected gov- 
ernment’s policies. That is an old Commu- 
nist tactic, and in Venezuela it did not work. 

But is not President Betancourt himself a 
leftist? By North American standards, in- 
deed he is. Many years ago he was an active 
Communist. Even today his governmental 
program has socialistic overtones, sufficient 
to cause concern among some Nosth Ameri- 
can business interests. 

By Latin American siandards, however, Mr. 
Betancourt does not fit convenient labels. He 
“outgrew” Communism, as he puts it. He 
has kept Communists out of the government 
and maintained friendship with the United 
States. His effort to build a stable political 
democracy has won widespread support apart 
from extremists of both right and left. 

In this effort he faces serious economic dif- 
ficulties. Venezuela’s official revenues, large- 
ly from oil taxes, are the highest in Latin 
America. But the previous dictatorship dis- 
sipated the benefits, and inflation and unem- 
ployment are some of the results. Mr. Betan- 
court is now attempting to create roads, 
schools and food-producing land reforms with 
government capital, for that is the only capi- 
tal available for such purposes. But this is 
a long-range program whose slow results are 
the constant target of demagogues. 

His strongest critics are the Communists 
and the pro-Castro student groups with which 
they work. The bitterness of Havana Radio's 
descriptions of Mr. Betancourt can hardly be 
described. How is it that the leading leftist 
of the Caribbean, Fidel Castro, so hates a 
leftist neighbor? 

The answer is simple. If Romulo Betan- 
court can achieve a social revolution by dem- 
ocratic means, Latin America will have a 
clear alternative to the violent and sweeping 
ideology of Fidel Castro. 

Such an alternative should command the 
most earnest support of the United States. 
This wealthy nation cannot itself offer a com- 
plete alternative to underdeveloped Latin 
American peoples demanding some improve- 
ment in their lives. The best we can hope 
for is that our neighbors will find their own 
paths to social progress within the frame- 
work of popular and friendly governments. It 
is the liberal Betancourts and not the Somo- 
zas and conservative strong men who offer 
the securest ties for United States policy. 


Now to Do Right by Ozark 


Ozark Air Lines now has an excellent 
chance to win a reversal of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board decision under which Ozark is 
threatened with loss of its Joplin-Springfield- 
St. Louis route to Central Airlines of Texas. 
The presentation of oral arguments in Wash- 
ington on Dec. 6 means that new evidence for 
Ozark and against Central will be introduced. 

After the indiscreet letter that Chan Gur- 
ney, vice chairman of CAB, wrote to Central 
Airlines it became imperative that the case 
be reopened. But the case deserved recon- 
sideration on its merits alone. As has been 
pointed out before, the CAB disregarded its 
own examiner’s recommendations without of- 
fering solid reasons. The claim that Ozark 
made for the right to continue serving this 
area it had pioneered is strongly re-inforced 
with cost figures and the fact that Ozark 
uses some turboprop planes where Central 
uses tione., The fact that some city officials 
and civic leaders from the Missouri cities 
mentioned, and from Columbia and Jefferson 
City, will testify for Ozark at the hearing is 
proof that Ozark service to this section of 
Missouri has been satisfactory. 

The CAB, under mounting criticism for its 
frequent muddling, has a chance to remove 
one bad spot from its record by modifying 
its decision in the Ozark-Central case. 


Cheer for Old Notre Dame

“If the inference is true that poor students 
are needed to play good football, I see no 
excuse for collegiate football.” 


The Doctors Could Help 


With the American Medical Association 
meeting in Washington, the problem of health 
insurance again promises to lead a debate 
in which the public will be most interested. 
Yet few expect the organized doctors to drop 
the opposition to. public insurance which they 
asserted so vehemently while the last Con- 
gress was considering plans for those over 65. 

Long gone are the days when the associa- 
tion was regarded as friendly to such a meth- 
od of helping people to pay their medical 
bills. Yet with at least half of the nation’s 
retired persons living on incomes of $1000 a 
year or less, a sensible public old age insur- 
ance program is as inevitable as it is neces- 
sary. And there is bound to be more and 
more pressure, too, for an insurance plan 
for younger persons with similar problems. 

If the A.M.A. were not so conditioned to an 
automatic and negative response, the doctors 
could make their experience available in the 
shaping of sound programs. Their co-opera- 
tion would be welcomed. But given the stand 
of their association, their possible contribu- 


tions are precluded. They are left no other

’ The unfortunate thing about popular 
pressure to reform America’s archaic 
electoral college system is that it usu- 
ally blossoms in the fall, immediately 
after a close election, rather than in 
the spring, when Congress is at full 
tilt.

Between Book Ends The Current Language 


WEBSTER’S NEW WORLD DICTION. 
ARY Concise Edition. (Meridian, 882 
pas., $1.95), 


Dictionaries are no longer what 
many of their trusting users think 
they are, if they ever were. Linguists 
are always deélightedly pointing out 
that even Dr. Samuel Johnson, who 
started his famous dictionary with the 
end in view of setting some firm 
standards for the English language, 
learned before he had gone very far 
that the lexicographer’s task is to 
record, not recommend. 


Among leading American diction-. 


aries, Webster's New World is the 
least shackled by tradition and there- 
fore does the best job of recording the 
current language, which is what most 
people depend on dictionaries for. 
This paper-back edition is based on 
the College Edition, published in 1955, 


and apparently the editing has con- 


sisted in abridging and has not in- 
cluded any up-dating of entries. It 
does give as standard the suffix 
“.wise,”’ meaning ‘‘with regard to, or 
in connection with” and it correctly 


defines ‘‘to goose’”’ and ‘‘cohort,”” good 
tests of the modernity of any dic- 
tionary. 

But the seven-year lag is evident in 
other entries. There is some archaic 
slang, such as “hep” for “hip,” the 
definitions given for ‘effete,’ ‘‘for- 
tuitous” and “‘inchoate’”’ are obsolete; 
the new use of “wildly” for “terrifical- 
ly”’ etc. is not noted. 


The reader of book reviews and 
literary essays will also miss ‘kitsch’ 
(mass-culture art); “‘charisma’’ (for- 
merly a theological term but now used 
to allude to the magic that Eisenhower 
and Stevenson have and Nixon and 
Kennedy haven't got); and ‘‘ambi- 
ence.”’ Of course no desk dictionary 
has all the words, but this one has 
100,000 entries, including a few thou- 
sand that will not be found in any 
modern book or magazine. 

For newspaper readers, reporters 
and editors (who might note that 
“donnybrook”’ is spelled with a lower- 
case ‘‘d’’) this dictionary should serve 
as a most practical guide.

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EICHMANN HAS. 
NO REGRET, SAYS 
i WON'T REPENT 


NEW YORK, Nov. 30 (UPID— 
Adolf Eichmann, the Nazi ac 
cused of sending millions of 
Jews to their deaths in World 
War II, was quoted today as 
saying, “I regret nothing.” 

In a by-dined article in the 
current Life magazine Evch- 
mann said: 


“T will not humble myself or 
repent in any way. I could do 
it too cheaply in today’s climate 
of opinion. . . . No, I must say 
truthfully that if we had killed 
all the 10,000,000 Jews that (Ge- 
stapo Commander Heinrich) 
Himmiler’s statisticians original- 
ly listed in 1933, I would-say, 
‘Good, we have destroyed an 
enemy.’” 

This quotation from FE ich- 
mann’s memoirs, which Life 
said he dictated to a German 
newsman before his capture by 
Israeli agents in Buenos Aires 
last May 12, is from the second 
and concluding installment. 


Eichmann also admitted that 
“to teach our opponents a les- 
eon,” he personally ordered the 
death march of thousands of-+ 
Jews from Budapest to the Ger- 
man border toward the end of 
World War II. 


Train Tracks Wrecked. 


He said Allied bombing had 
torn up the Budapest-Vienna 
railroad track, and no trains 
carrying Jews for the annihila- 
tion camps at Auschwitz could 
get through. 

Eichmann said he proposed 
the march in order to tell the 
Western Allies, ‘‘Look, it does 
you no good when you bomb out 
our railroads, because your al- 
lies, the Jews, have to endure 
the consequences.” 

He dismissed the actual num- 
ber of Jews who were forced to 
make the 10-day march as ‘‘so 
unimportant that I have forgot- 
ten it. In any case it was less | 
than 20,000." He added that 
everything possible was done to 
make the march .“‘hygienic and 
safe,”’ 

“I drove the route once my- 
self, and on the whole distance 
I saw only two corpses,” Eich- 
mann said. ‘They were old peo- 
ple.” 

Eichmann also revealed de- 
tails of a grisly attempt made 
by himself, on behalf of Himm- 
ler, to barter the lives of 1,000,000 
Jews for 10,000 winterized trucks 
with trailers needed by Himmier 
to meet the oncoming Russians 
on the eastern front. / 


Leaders Approached. 


“When the . . . trucks with 
trailers are here, then the liqui- 
dation machine in Auschwitz will 

stopped,”’ Eichmann told 
world Jewish leaders, who were 
asked to get together the truck 
price for the heads of 1,000,000 
Jews. 

He said that Joel Brand, the 
Hungarian Jew sent to Israel 
with the Germans’ offer, was 
captured by the British and the 
trucks -for-humans barter fell 
through. 

The former SS colonel claimed 
that working through Hungarian 
Zionist leader Dr. Rudolph Kast- 
ner, he allowed thousands of 
Jews to escape to neutral coun- 
tries and Israel. 

Kastner ‘“‘agreed to help keep 
the Jews from resisting depor- 
tation and even to keep order in 
the collection camps—if I. would 

. let a few hundred or a few 
thousand young Jews emigrate 
illegally to Palestine,’”” Eichmann 
said. “It was a good bargain.”’ 

Life said Kastner was tried in 
Israel on charges of collabora- 
tion with the Nazis, but before 
he was finally acquitted, he was 
killed by a fanatic in Tel Aviv. 
It said Brand is now living in 
Israel. 


Ready to Die. 

Eichmann said that in the last 
days of the Reich, he wanted 
his men to know he was unre- 
pentant and called them to- 
gether to say: 

“Tf it has to be, I will gladly 
jump into my grave in the 
knowledge that 5,000,000 enemies 
of the Reich have already died 
like animals.” 

The unregenerate Nazi has in- 
sisted that he only saw to it 
that literally millions of Jews 
were “‘sent to the butcher” on 
trains he requisitioned and that 
he had nothing to do with “the 
ultimate solution to the Jewish 
problem” — liquidation of all 
Jews. 

He is under close guard while 
awaiting trial in Israel next 
spring on charges of committing 
crimes against the Jewish peo- 
ple. The penalty could be death.

Work has drafted a proposed 
bill for the 1961 General Assem- 
bly to authorize sterilizat.on of 
mentally deficient persons. 

Leo Britt, chief probation offi- 
cer for the Hamilton County 
Juvenile Court, says one pur- 
pose is ‘‘to prevent mentally de- 
ficient persons from reproducing 
themselves and bringing addi- 
tional mentally deficient children 
into the world.” 

The proposed bill would per- 
mit the governing body of men- 
tal, penal or charitable institu- 
tions supported by public funds 
to order sterilization of certain 
mentally diseased, feebleminded

Prettyman also said there was 
a need for a strong code of 
ethics for government officials 
covering such things as possible 
conflict of interest cases. 

But he warned that such a 
code would be useless if it was 
“just a declaration that every- 
one is against sin.” 

Carroll said President - elect 
Kennedy had promised to sub- 
mit such a code to. Congress 
when the new administration 
took office. “And I hope he will,’ 
Carroll said, noting that other 
similar proposals in the past had 
“died on the vine.”

THE IMPORTANCE of plan- 
ning the play of a hand can 
hardly be exaggerated. Too many 
times a declarer will discover, 
after racing through the first few 
tricks, that he has done himself 
irretrievable harm by having 
failed earlier to plan the play 
of the hand as a whole. 


In this hand, for example, 
is undoubtedly true that many 
declarers would go down to de- 
feat. Let’s see how and why 
this happens. 


West leads a diamond and de- 
clarer wins East's ten with the 
jack. He then plays two rounds 
of spades, but East, observing 
West's high-low, does not take 
the ace because he knows South 
has another spade. 


That is the end of the road 
for declarer, because he cannot 
take more than two tricks in 
each suit and therefore goes 
down one. 


On the surface, South does 
not appear to have done any- 
thing wrong, and he may at- 
tribute his defeat to East’s ex- 
cellent defense or to his bad 
Yuck in finding East with three 
spades including the ace. 


But actually South is at fault 
for having failed to take proper 
precautions against these even- 
tualities. He neglected to plan 
the play of the hand to the best 
advantage and wound up losing 
the contract as a result. 


The fault lies in South's play 
to the first trick. He should 
have won the ten of diamonds 
with the ace, not the jack. He 
should not have staked his all 
on t.e hope that the defenders 
would take the first or second 
spade leads, 


Declarer should assume that 
West led a fourth-best diamond. 
By the Rule of Eleven, once 
East produces the ten, West be- 
comes marked with the king. 


By winning with the ace and 
forcing out the ace of spades, 
South assures himself of an 
eventual entry to dummy’s 
queen of diamonds so that he 
can cash the established spades. 
By foreseeing at trick one the 
situation that may arise later, 
South makes the contract.

Dr. Maurice E. Linden, of 
Philadelphia, said that many 
family troubles would vanish if 
the nation’s women permitted 
men to return to the driver's 
seat.

“Not only do such factors 
show up in the social loss of 
ordinary civilized amenities in

older groups,” he said. 

But that’s not all. Female 
leadership and male subordina- 
tion have robbed the family of 
its role of problem-solving in the 
life of youngsters. 

“Children and others appear 
to seek the solutions to life’s 
problems outside the home, thus 
reducing the integrity and in- 
trinsic values of family life,” Dr. 
Linden said. 

Dr. Linden said that contem- 
porary males need to be given 
their natural right to the role 
of supreme court in their fam- 
ilies. 

Dr. Linden said the genuine 
female needs to be loved and 
even has a capacity to love in 
the face of suffering, a kind of 
pain-oriented pleasure. He said, 
also, that she doesn't mind be- 
ing passive, allowing the male 
to be the absolute authority in 
the family.

The loss of dollars and gold from the United 
States comes as no surprise to us as we have been telling our

wife for years that she has 
been spending far too 
many dollars in Paris, and 
one of these days Presi- 
dent Eisenhower was going 
to hear about it. 

On our recent trip to the 
United States we took our 
wife with us and she spent 
so much money in New 
York department stores 
that for a few minutes 
there we thought she was 
going to restore the bal- 
ance of trade single- 
handedly. 

But either President 
Eisenhower made his deci- 
sion before our wife 
started shopping or our 
gold reserves are lower 
than everyone thinks, be- 
cause her recent spending 
spree doesn’t seem to have 


any effect on the President's decision to bring United States 


dependents home. 


As a good American-who makes his home in France we 
felt that some effort should\be made to stop the flow of gold 
out of the United States, amd the best place to start was 


right in our home. 


We called a meeting of the family, including our 
wife, the three children aged 7, 5, and 4, the French 
cook and the Irish nurse. It was hoped that the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Robert Anderson would stop by 
the house to explain the deficit situation to the family 
in terms they would understand, but unfortunately he 
had to fly straight on to West Germany to explain it 
to Chancellor Adenauer. So we had to take over. 


“Your mother,’’ we said, “has caused a gold deficit in 


the United States.” 


Our wife started to protest, but we ruled she was out of 


order. 


‘Before wegmarried her, the United States had 30 billion 
dollars in gold reserves. Now after eight years of marriage 
the United States has only 18 billion dollars. It is obvious 
that this family is buying far more goods than we're selling, 
and something has to be done about it.” 

Our wife protested, “I have only spent money that would 
prevent the family from looking like Communists. Our invest- 
ment abroad has paid dividends in many ways. Our prestige 
is at an all time high. We have three times as many friends 
as we had eight years ago, and a day doesn’t go by when 
someone doesn’t call and ask us when we're going to give 


another party.” 


The children looked to us for a reply. 

We said, ‘I don’t object to spending money on necessities 
such as cocktail parties, new lamps for the living room, 
painting by young undiscovered French artists and ballet les- 
sons for the girls. We all know this is money well spent. 

“But I do object to throwing dollars down the drain for 
shoes, the school bus, hot water, heat and food. We have 
nothing to show for this money, and the people we gave it to 
are probably laughing behind our backs.” 

Our 7-year-old son said: ‘‘Daddy’s right. I don’t think I 
should ge to school. That’s where most of the money is going.” 

“Now you've started something,” our wife said. 


We called the meeting back to order. “I think we'll 
still let the children go to school, The Savings will 
have to be made in the house. First we must start a 
‘buy American’ program and purchase American goods 
wherever we can.” We said to the cook, “For example, 
Danielle, why can’t we have Campbell’s tomato soup 
for dinner instead of French soup?” 


Danielle got up and left the room. 
““Where’s she going?’”’ we asked our wife. 


“To pack her bags.” 


“Well,” we said, ‘that’s a large dollar saving right there.” 
Our wife started to leave the room. 


“Where are you going?” we demanded. 


“To pack my bags.” 


The children followed her out as did the nurse. 
We were left alone trying to solve President Eisenhower's 


monetary problems. 


It looked as if we would get no co-operation at home, so 
we dropped our gold wedding ring into an envelope and 


mailed it to the White House. At Jest President 


will know we care.

.. He Flies Little Planes Long, Long Distances 


Max Conrad Has Made 77 Ocean Crossings in Light, Single-Engine Aircraft

MAX CONRAD FLIES little 
airplanes great distances and to 
private and professional pilots 
he is a hero, or a curiosity, or 
both. Conrad’s specialty is fly- 
ing single-engine aircraft, in- 
elegantly and unfairly known as 
putt-putts, across oceans and 
against long odds. 


Conrad has been flying 32 
years and he is 57 years old, 
so he is a rather old pilot and 
therefore according to aviator’s 
logic he is a safe pilot. He has 
made 77 ocean crossings in light 
planes and most of the cross- 
ings have been made as a ferry 
pilot, for wages. The spectacu- 
lar non-stop crossings he has 
made were for publicity and the 
publicity has been valuable and 
necessary to him. 


He stopped at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field late in the after- 
noon, recently. He landed a 
250-horsepower single - engine 
plane, did a swift and thorough 
check of his cockpit, and stepped 
out of the plane, smiling. His 
coat had been on a hanger and 
had enough press left in it to 
battle the weight of stuff he had 
filed in its pockets. His trousers 
were the give-away. They 
seemed to have been tailored to 
him while he sat in a cockpit 
and rumples were built in at the 
knees and the thighs. 


The pilot looked at the small 
group that had come to meet 
him. He smiled and it did some- 
thing for him. The smile made 
him look like the youngest, most 
refreshed man present. He had 
been flying the light plane since 
the previous midnight, with only 
short pauses for gas and pro- 
motion work. 


His promotion was Tubercu- 
losis Society Christmas Seals. 
He believed in the campaign as 
a good cause so he was going 
from city to city, netting what- 
ever publicity he could for 
Christmas Seals. He had been in 
the air 16 hours and had more 
flying to do before he would con- 
sider it a good day’s work for 
Christmas Seals, or a normal 
day in the air by Conrad stand- 
ards. 

Endurance 1s Conrad’s talent. 
He has developed an ability to 
fly and remain alert for days 
without sleep. His ability to en- 
dure and fly without sleep -quick- 
ly gets past the human, passes 
up the inhuman, and settles 
down in the realm of the unex- 
plainable. Conrad has an ex- 
planation that is wryly satisfac- 
tory to him but not to anyone 
else. 


“I learned to go without 
sleep years ago,” he said, 
“while trying to make ends 
meet with a family of 10 chil- 
dren.” 


Success is a fairly recent ac- 
quisition of Conrad. He had se- 
curity for 10 years as a pilot 
of an executive aircraft but se- 
curity was not the same thing 
as success and he quit the job 
in 1952. 

He started the “Winona Ex- 
periment.”” He describes it 
vaguely, as a plan to make avia- 
tion available to young people. 

“For every little success, I 
had 12 failures,”” he said, “‘but 
I’m still working on it.” 

Conrad became a licensed pilot 
in 1928. In 1929 he started an 
airline. The route was Duluth to 
New Orleans. The equipment 
was two airplanes. The ending 
was inevitable. 

“T shut down the airline,”’ Con- 
rad said, “‘and I was the only 
person who ever realized it went 
out of business.” 

He offered the public flying 
trips to California. He called 
the trips ‘‘Personally Conducted 
Tours.” Few people wanted to 
see California that way. He 
opened an airport and was sur- 
prised. The airport prospered. 
One night his hangars burned, 
his stock of airplanes burned 
and he was not particularly sur- 
prised. He did not carry in- 
surance. 

“I always was at’ the bottom 
of my class in school and in 
addition to that I’m a poor busi- 
ness man,”’ Conrad said. 

He gave up being in business 
for Conrad and became a hired

go to Switzerland for a vaca- 
tion. She took four children, 
he kept the others. 

“If you like it there,” Conrad 
told his wife, ‘‘I’ll send over the 
other children.” 

Late that summer, in Houston, 
a clerk called Conrad’s room. 
The clerk said there was a cable 
for Conrad. The pilot asked the 
clerk to read the cable to him. 
The clerk agreed. Conrad lis- 
tened. Silence. He asked the 
clerk if he still was alive or if 
it was an unusually long cable. 
The clerk said it was a short 
cable. He suggested Conrad 
come get it. Conrad refused. 

“OK,” said the clerk, “it says 
‘Send children.’ ”’ 

Conrad sent the children by 
ship and he lived alone a while, 
but he didn’t like it. He de- 
cided to go to Switzerland and 
he went the only way he knew, 
by air. He had a 125-horse- 
power airplane, a practical in- 
strument to fly over prairies. 
Short prairies. He hung gas 
tanks all over the plane and 
planned a course from Minne- 
apolis to Switzerland, and then 
he flew it. 

“I flew to New York, and 
then to Greenland, Iceland, 
Scotland. At every stop they 
wondered where in thunder I’d 
dropped from in that little rig. 
But they remembered me. I be- 
gan to get ideas, again.”’ 

The idea that sprung from 
the 125-horsepower flight re- 
sulted in a ferrying service for 
light airplanes and Conrad is 
back in business for himself 
and is reckoned a success. 
Ferrying aircraft has been his 
comeback, the third or fourth 
comeback, and his endurance 
flights in light planes have 
been his advertising program. 


He has had help from the Pi- 
per Aircraft Co. of Lockhaven, 
Pa. He is not on the payroll but 
the company acts as a sort of 
amazed angel or sponsor for his 
flights. Last year he flew a sin- 
gle-engine plane non-stop from 
Casablanca to Los Angeles. 

“T made the flight to open 
doors,”” Conrad said. ‘I had to 
talk-a year to get Piper to agree 
to it. They thought I was too 
old.” 

The plane he flew has a nor- 
mal loaded weight, gross, of 
2600 pounds. When he had fin- 
ished decorating it with gas 
tanks the single engine was pull- 
ing for two planes; the craft 
weighed 5200 pounds. Conrad 
planned to operate from the Unit- 
ed States Air Force base at 
Casablanca, and let the little 
plane decide for itself whether it 
wanted to fly. The runway was 
15,000 feet. 

The officials were so- delighted 
with the advance publicity that 
they insisted Conrad take off 
from the municipal airport. Con-

He 
had put other papers, flight 
plans he would need if the plane 
did fly, into the other bag. 

When the plane decided to fly 
and showed no sign of giving up 
the notion, Conrad reached for 
his bag of flight plans. He 
opened it and drew out the pa- 
pers intended for his wife. He 
could have turned back for the 
other bag but he trusted that 
after six months of studying the 
route he had it securely in his 
head, and he did. He flew al- 
most 8000 miles, angling over 
Africa, picking up the boost of 
the trade winds, cutting across 
South America and on to Los 
Angeles. 

The route was his and it was 
a good one, surprisingly good 
to Conrad,

Joseph G. Molner, M.D. 
H elp on Some Diseases 


THERE ARE SEVERAL BITS of added information on 
some recent columns that I think will be helpful to many 
readers—on the topics of breast cancer, cystic fibrosis, and 
cleft palate. 

On the latter—cleft palate—a number of readers not only 
have sent me gratifying letters on their successful experi- 
ences in having this sort of defect repaired, but have also 
recommended .a booklet, “Bright Promise,” by Eugene T. 
McDonald, available for 25 cents from the National Society for 
Crippled Children and Adults, 2023 West Ogden avenue, Chi- 
cago 12, Ill. 

They tell me that this booklet has been of great comfort 
to them in -the period when they were grappling with. the 
problem of having a child treated for this sort of defect. 
(And they also expressed their happiness over how well these 
defects are now being corrected, often extremely early in 
infancy.) 

WHILE CYSTIC FIBROSIS remains a most difficult dis- 
ease and a terrible problem to combat, some progress is 
being made. Another enzyme was announced at the end of 
the summer, which can be given to help victims digest fats. 
This is one of the many problems involved in this disease. 


IN A RECENT ARTICLE on breast cancer, I mentioned 
that lumps in the breast should (of course) be examined, but 
in the majority of cases they are NOT cancer. 


A woman, discovering such a lump, too often 
delays going to the doctor because of the fear that 
the lump must be cancer—and she wants to rally her 
courage before going to receive the feared con- 
firmation. 

The argument I keep stressing is that breast can- 
eer, treated early, has a high prospect of being cured. 
One that is treated late has much less chance. 


So I think that. if we can dispose of this tortured waiting 
period, when women “gather their courage,” and convince 
them that they should go get the news at once, quite a few 
lives will be saved. 

To prove my point, I offer these figures, derived from a 
survey of 17,000 American women. : 

Of them, 5.6 per. cent had breast masses—lumps in the 
breast. But of those with such lumps, less than one in 10 
(9.5 per cent) proved to be cancer. 

At the first sign of a lump, go to your doctor. 
in 16 it won't be cancer. 


Nine times 
But have it checked at once.
